The consuls would not go; 
their governments would not recall 
them; and so long as they remain­ 
ed their nationals would not depart. 
The beginning of 
the end 
came 
;his morning when a flock of three 
German 
arooplanes 
soared 
over 
Salonica and dropped forty bombs 
on the surrounding camps 
.At noon 
the visit 
was repeated. 
The war- 
hips in the harbor fired shrapnel 
but missed the fliers. 
A lonely Bul­ 
garian shepherd, three miles out of 
town on a hillside with his flock of 
heep, was hit by a German shell 
nd he and five of his sheep were 
illed.

The consulate 
was 
occupied 
by 
French soldiers 
and Walters 
was 
taken to French headq uarters with 
all his staff. 
At the Bulgarian con­ 
sulate the consul general was 
not 
in. 
When he arrived half an hour 
after the occupation, he was stop­ 
ped by a sentry . 
“But I am the Bulgarian 
consul 
general,” he said, 
“and this is my 
consulate.”

In that case I will take in 
y our card.”

crowd toward the Austrian consul­ 
ate, for word 
had 
gone 
abroad 
! among the Salonica folk that 
the 
Austrians might put up a fight.

few French soldiers with rifles were 
about the place but the crowd saw 
an officer go into the c o n flate 
and 
shortly return with the consul gen­ 
eral of Austro-Hungary , who climb 
ed into an automobile and sped to 
French headq uarters. 
Word got around after this that 
the consul general of Turkey had a 
harem and that the French and Bri­ 
tish were going 
to raid 
it. 
This 
rumor perhaps 
accounted 
for the 
fact that the largest crowd 
of ail 
stood about the Turkish consulate. 
It developed that there was no ha­ 
rem there, the Ottoman consul gen­ 
eral being a bachelor who was rear­ 
ed in P | ris>.

steps wita a French officer, chatting 
gaily in French and took his auto 
ride 
to General 
Sarrail’s

All the dependants and assistants

They were all put on a boat, bound 
it is presumed at this writing, for 
Athens. 
General Sarrail then sent an au­ 
tomobile to the American consulate 
and begged that John B. Kehl, the 
American consul (all the other gov­ 
ernmental 
representatives 
in Sal­ 
onica 
were 
consul 
generals and 
Kehl is the most 
poorly 
paid of 
them all)—confer with him

consulates. 
Within a few hours Kehl 
was 
on 
the job and in possession of most 
of the archives and all the money 
the military had seized in the con­ 
sulates. 
He immediately began the 
ta>k of giving passports to German, 
Bulgarian, Turkish 
and 
Austrian 
citizens to depart from Salonica.

W ashington, Feb. 12.—The W ash­

if Senator Sheppard’s 
prohibition bill for the District 
of 
Columbia becomes a law. 


The bill now before the senate is 
regarded by dry authorities as 
the 
most thorough, comprehensiv e, iron 
bound, steel riv ited lid ev er dev ised. 
The residents of the D istrict hav e 
no v ote to say as to whether they 


wish to v enture upon so complete a 
drought. 
It’s all up to Congress. 


The bill not 
only 
prohibits 
the 
m anufacture, sale or giv ing 
away 
of liquor, hut it prov ides that the 
mere possession of liquor shall be 
deemed sufficient ev idence to 
con­ 
v ict a-person of selling it. 
Search of any premises may 
be 
mifde upon an informal complaint. 
Discov ery of liquor on the premises 
will v oid the lease and giv e the own­ 
er the right to eject the occupant 
Common 
carriers 
are 
prohibited 
from bringing 
alcoholic 
bev erages 
into the district. 
Any scheme 
or 
dev ice to ev ade the law shall be re­ 
garded the 
same 
as the sale of 
liquor. 
The keeper of liquor may he re­ 
strained as a common nuisance, ac­ 
cording to the proposed regulation. 
Fiv e wholesale druggists are to 
he allowed to sell wood, groin 
or 
denatured alcohol. 
Anyone buying 
it must make an affidav it that he is 
twenty-one, not of intemperate hah 
its and not addicted to the use of 
narcotic drugs. 
To obtain wine for 
sacram ental 
purposes priests and ministers are 
required to make application to the 
D istrict 
Commissioners, specifying 
for what sacram ental purposes the 
wine is necessary, and how long the 
quantity applied for will last. 
The commissioners, before grant­ 
ing 
a permit, which 
will 
cost 25 
cents, must satisfy themselv es that 
the facts are correct. 
Such wine 
will then be allowed to be imported, 
hut must be deliv ered at the church 
between 6 in the morning and 5 in 
the ev ening. 
The sale of any liquor containing 
more than £ of 1 per cent of alcohol 
is forbidden and subject to all the 
other restrictions of the bill. 
This 
is understood to include perfumery, 
flav oring extracts, proprietary med­ 
icines, prescriptions 
and 
similar 
preparations containing more 
than 
this amount of alcohol. 


CHARLIE CHAPLIN FOUND THAT 
HE HAD OUTGROWN ENGLAND 


His First Adventures in the United States Caused Him to Believe 
he Would Not do But he Changed his 
Mind About That Too. 


Uhaplin o*en teHa bis friends ot hi* 
adv entures when he first arriv ed in the 
United States. It is enough to say when 
he first looked upon us as a nation, he de­ 
cided that he would not do. 
He didn't 
think anything of us that we would enjoy 
remembering. 
Chaplin says that shortly after arriv ing 
in New York, he went to a show in a 
v audev ille theater. It happened that some 
v audev ille actor was giv ing an imitation of 
an English swell—or at least what he 
thought was an English swell—a regular 
Bah Jov e cne—one of those remarkable 
creations, the like of which really nev er 
liv ed on the earth. Chaplin, who is a v ery 
serious young person, was deeply offended. 
To say he was peev ed at this reflection 
t^>on his countrymen is putting it mildly.

the sketch went on. Charlie got so in 
dignant he couldn't stand it any longer. 
He rose in his scat and started a public 
protest. 
He nev er got any further than 
‘Oh, 1 say, there, 
when some of his 
lov ing friends grabbed him and remov ed 
him from the place. 
Charlie likes America now. He confesses 
that he finally returned to England at the 
head of his hfo. 2 “Night in a Music Ikill" 
companv , and found that he had outgrown 
England. Also England had outgrown him. 
He cheerfully admits that England couldn’t 
see him at all. The English are peculiar 
as theater audiences. 
They cling to the 
old fav orites and resent newcomers taking 
their places. 
So Charlie, after v ainly 
tumbling around on the stages of his na­ 
tiv e land, exclaimed to his companions: 
“For God’s sake, let’s get back to the 
United States, where they know about 
us." 
Wins Success. 
Chaplin’s western tour was a huge suc­ 
cess. 
He played the Sulliv an and Consi- 
dine circuit on the Pacific coast. To tell 
the truth, he was simply a riot. 
In Los 
Angeles especially he made an immense 
hit. 
The word flew around the “wise 
alleys" to “go ov er to the Empress and 
see that drunk. 
He’ll kill you sure.” 
Chaplin made a special hit with other 
theater people. 
His rough comedy had 
in a touch of real thought and superiority 
and earnestness that was reeognied as 
something different. 
Ev ery drunken fall 
showed the planning of a fine brain. 
Owing to the manner in which the word 
was passed around among theater people, 
Chaplin was well known to actors and to 
mov ing-picture people around the studios. 
The year after he played his “Night in a 
London Music Hall." he came back to the 
western states in another sketch called, 
“The Wow Wows.” In this he again took 
the part of a swell drunk. 
In fact, all 
Chaplin’s early successes were drunken 
“dress suit comedies." 
The “Wow Wows" was only fairly well 
receiv ed, and the following years he came 
out again in the “London Music Hall.” 
Gets F irst Film Job. 
By this time, his sketch had become one 
of the most famous in fen-twent-thirt 
v audev ille. 
During the third year some 
one of the Baumann and Kessel people 
who own the New York Motion company 
conceiv ed the idea of getting Chaplin to 
come into mov ing pictures. Mack Scnnett, 
who heads the Keystone Comedy company, 
was consulted and approv ed of the idea. 
He was delegated to sigp up Chaplin. 
Chaplin was then getting $75. Sennett 
called on him at the Empress theater and 
offered him a prodigal raise; he offered 


Chaplin a year’s contract at $175 a week. 
A Los Angeles friend teils about it: 
“One night Charlie stopped me on the 
stteet and told me about the offer. 
He 
was excited, and didn’t know what to do. 
He said he was afraid to try, as he didn’t 
think he would make good. 
The monev , 
though, was a terrible temptation. 
lie 
filled and backed for a while, but finally 
decided to sign. He was largelv influenced 
to do this by the contract. 
I remember 
that he kept saying: 
‘Well, you know, 
they can't fire me for a year anyhow. No 
m atter what a fliwer I make of it, they 
will hav e to pay me my salary for a year 
anyhow.” 
First Pictures Failures. 
To make this story right, our young hero 
should hav e gone out to the Keystone and 
scored a triumph; but, alas, the facts are 
agin him. His first days at the Keystone 
were anything but happv ones. 
They 
didn’t understand him and he didn’t un 
derstand them. Chaplin had been careful 
ly trained along the lines of English pan 
tomime. 
He found the silent drama a la 
American to be utterly different in ev ery 
particular. 
They didn’t get effects the 
same way. 
American comedy was. in 
those days, a whirlwind of action without 
any particular technique. 
Charlie was 
more shocked than he had been at the 
v aifdev ille actor who mocked his country­ 
man. 
From all accounts, he and the lov ely 
Mabel Normand, now the best of friends 
and the wannest admirers of one another, 
got along about as well as a dog and cat 
with one soup bone to arbitrate. He told 
Mabel what he thought of her methods 
and Mabel told him a lot of things. 
In 
those days Charlie used to come wander­ 
ing back of the scenes at the theaters as 
lonesome as a lost soul. He was ready to 
chuck the whole business. 
“They won't let me do what I want; 
they won’t let me work in the way I am 
used to," he complained. 
His first pic­ 
tures for the Keystone were not much of a 
success. 
In one of them he appeared in 
the part of a woman. Chaplin was a mis­ 
fit in the organization. 
The directors 
couldn’t understand his particular style 
of coraedv and things were going v ery 
badly. Chaplin did not fit into the Key­ 
stone comedies. 
A play has to be espe­ 
cially built up to Chaplin’s ways. 
Learn Chaplin's Way s. 
Chaplin was a v ery likeable chap, how­ 
ev er, and was v ery popular with the other 
actors. 
He was modest to a fault; they 
liked him because he didn't try to hog 
either the film or the scene. 
Also i^i a 
shv way he taught them a lot. 
,• . | 
In those early days the art of the comic 
fall was not well understood. 
The Key­ 
stone policemen were half the time in the 
hospital. 
Actors suffered more casualties 
than the German army. Chaplin had had 
a thorough training in “falls” from the 
trained English pantomimists. 
He knew 
exactIv how to do it. He v ery generously 
pa*sed on this knowledge %> the sore and 
suffering Keystone police force. The hos­ 
pitals were the poorer thereby. 
Also, the Keystone people began to see 
there was something in Chaplin s methods 
worth studying. 
Chaplin, on the other 
hand, began to adopt the American film 
methods.

of : pupils attending the Evansville 
high school proper 
has been

creased 56 per cent by the junior 
high school system established by 
Principal E. P. 
Miles four years 


ago. 


Under this system the pupils of 


the last grade 
of the elementary 


schools—the eighth— attend a jun- 
ior high school which is one with 
the senior hi'gli school. 
Then 
the 


plan is carried out fully, the sev- 
enth grade pupils also will be in 
the junior high school. The junior 
high school spans the gap between 
the lower grades and 
the 
high 


school and the number of students 
that drop out decreases. 


When the system was first es- 


tablished, the enrollment in the sen- 
ior high school was 725. 
The en- 


rollment today is Iil44, an increase 
of 419 students in four years. Since 
the population of the city has not 
increased more tlian 15 per cent in

Washington, Feb. 12.—The Wash- 


ington man who keeps bay rum for 
his hair and the housewife who puts 
vanilla in the angel cake are both 
likely to be visited 'by the Metropol- 
itan 
police 
if Senator Slieppiird's 


prohibition bill for the District 
of 


^Columbia becomes a law. 


The bill now before the senate is 


regarded by dry authorities as the 
most thorough, comprehensive, iron 
•bound, steel rivited lid ever devised. 
The residents of the District have 
no vote to say as to whether they 
wish to venture upon so complete a 
drought. It's all up to Congress. 


The bill not only prohibits the 


manufacture, sale or giving away 
of li'quor, but it provides that the 
mere possession of liquor shall be 
deemed sufficient evidence to 
con- 


vict a-person of selling it. 


Search of any ^premises may 
be 


mstde upon an informal complaint. 
Discovery of liquor on the premises 
will void the lease and give the own- 
er the right to eject the occupant. 
Common 
earners 
are 
prohibited 


from bringing alcoholic beverages 
into the district. 
Any scheme or 


device to evade the law shall be re- 
garded the 
same 
as the sale of 


liquor. 


The keeper of liquor may be re- 


strained as a common nuisance, ac- 
cording to the proposed regulation. 


Five wholesale druggists are to 


he allowed to sell wood, grain 
or 


denatured alcohol. Anyone haying 
it must make an affidavit that he is 
twenty-one, not of intemperate hab- 
its and not addicted to the use of 
narcotic drugs. 


To obtain wine for 
sacramental 


purposes priests and ministers are 
required to make application to the 
District 
Commissioners, specifying 


for what sacramental purposes the 
wine is necessary, and how long the 
quantity applied for will last. 


The commissioners, before grant- 


ing a permit, which will cost 25 
cents, must satisfy themselves that 
the facts are correct. 
Such wine 


will then be allowed to be imported, 
but must be delivered at the church 
between 6 in the morning and 5 in 
the evening. 


The sale of any liquor containing 


more than i of 1 per cent of alcohol 
is forbidden and subject to all the 
other, restrictions of the bill. 
This 


is understood to include perfumery, 
flavoring extracts, proprietary med- 
icines, prescriptions 
and 
similar 


preparations containing more than 
this amount of alcohol.

CHARLIE CHAPLIN FOUND THAT 


HE HAD OUTGROWN ENGLAND 


His First Adventures in the United States Caused Him to Believe 


he Would Not do But he Changed his 


Mind About That Too. 


Chaplin or,,en l«r,s Ms friends pt his 


adventures when he first arrived in the 
United States. It is: enough to say when 
he first looked upon' us as a nation, he de- 
cided that he would not do. He didn't 
think anything of us that we would enjoy 
remembering. 


Chaplin says that shortly after arriving 


in New York, he went to a show in a 
vaudeville theater. It happened that some 
vaudeville actor was giving an imitation of 
an English swell—or at least what he 
thought was an English swell—a regular 
Bah Jove one—one of those remarkable 
creations, the like of which really never 
lived on the earth. Chaplin, who is a very 
serious young person, was deeply offended. 
To sav he was peeved, at this reflection 
upon his countrymen is putting it mildly. 
As the sketch went on, Charlie got so in- 
dignant he couldn't stand it nny longer. 
He rose in his seat and started a public 
protest. He never got any further than 
"Oh, I say, there," when some of his 
loving friends grabbed him and removed 
him from the place. 
Charlie likes America now. He confesses 


that he finally returned to England at the 
head of his No. 2 "Night in a Music Hill" 
companv, and found that he had outgrown 
England. Also England had outgrown him. 
He cheerfully admits that Engjand couldn t 
see him at all. The English are peculiar 
as theater audiences. They cling to the 
old favorites and resent newcomers taking 
their places. 
So Charlie, after vainly 


tumbling around on the stages of his na- 
tive land, exclaimed to his companions: 
"For God's sake, let's get back to the 
United States, where they know about 
us." 


Wins Success. 


Chaplin's western tour was a huge suc- 


cess. He played the Sullivan and Consi- 
dine circuit on the Pacific coast. To tell 
the truth, he was simply a riot. In Los 
Angeles especiallv he made an immense 
hit. 
The word "flew around the "wise 


alleys" to "go over to the Empress and 
see that drunk. 
He'll kill you sure." 


Chaplin made a special hit with other 
theater people. 
His rough comedy had 


in a touch of real thought and superiority 
and earnestness that was recognied as 
something different. 
Every drunken fall 


showed the planning of a fine brain. 


Owing to the manner in which the word 


was passed around among theater people, 
Chaplin was well known to actors and to 


western states in another sketch called, 
"The Wow Wows." In this he again took 
the part of a swell drunk. In fact, all 
Chaplin's early successes were drunken 
•'dress *mit comedies." 
The "Wow Wows" was only fairly well 


received, and the following years he came 
out again in the "London Music Hall." 


Gets First Film Job. 


By this time, his sketch had become one 


of the most famous in ten-twent-thirt 
vaudev'lle. During the third year some 
one of the Baumann and Kessel people 
who own the New York Motion company 
conceived the idea of getting Chaplin to 
come into moving pictures. Mack Sennett, 
who heads the Keystone Comedy company, 
was consulted ancl approved of the idea. 
He was delegated to sign up Chaplin. 


Chaplin was then getting $75. Sennett 


called on him at the Empress theater and 
offered him a prodieal raise; he. offered 


Chaplin a'year's "contract ~at "$175 a'.week". 


A Los Angeles friend tells about it: 


"One night Charlie stopped me on -the 
street and told me about the offer.' He 
was excited, and didn't know what tin do. 
He said he was afraid to try, as he didn t 
think he would make good. The money, 
though, was a terrible temptation. He 
filled and backed for a while, but finally 
decided to sign.. He was largely influenced 
to do this by the contract. I remember 
that he kept saying: 'Well, you know, 
they can't fire me for a year anyhow. No 
matter what a flivver I make of it, they 
will have to pay me my salary for a year 
anyhow." 


First Pictures Failures. 


To make this story right, our young hero 


should have gone out to the Keystone and 
scored a triumph; but, alas, the facts are 
agin him. His first days at the Keystone 
were anything but happy ones. 
They 


didn't understand him and he didn't un- 
derstand them. Chaplin had been careful- 
ly trained along the lines of English pan- 
tomime. He found the silent drama a la 
American to be utterly different in every 
particular. 
They didn't get effects tho 


same way. 
American comedy was, in 


those days, a whirlwind of action -without 
any particular technique. 
Charlie was 


more shocked than he had been at the 
vaildeville actor who mocked his country- 
man. 
From all accounts, he and the lovely 


Mabel Nonnand, now the best of friends 
and the warmest admirers of one another, 
got along about as well as a dog and eat 
with one soup bone to arbitrate. He told 
Mabel what he thought of her methods 
and Mabel told him a lot of things. In 
those days Charlie used to come wander- 
ing back of the scenes at the theaters as 
lonesome as a lost soul. He was ready to 
chuck the whole business. 


"They won't let ine dp what I want; 


they won't let me work in the way I am 
used to," he complained. His first pic- 
tures for the Keystone were not much of a 
success. In one of them he appeared in 
the part of a woman. Chaplin was a mis- 
fit in the organization. 
The directors 


couldn't understand his particular style 
of comedy and things were going very 
badly. Chaplin did not fit into the Key- 
stone comedies. A play has to be espe- 
cially built up to Chaplin's ways. 


Learn Chaplin's Ways. 


Chaplin was a very likeable chap, how- 


ever, and was very popular with the other 
actors. He was modest to a fault; they 
liked him because he didn't try to hog 
either the film or tne scene. Also in I 
^hv way he taught them a;lot. 
,• .'| •„ 


• In those early days the art of the comic 
fall was not well understood. The Kfey- 
stone policemen were half the time in the 
hospital. Actors suffered more casualties 
than the German army. Chaplin had had 
a thorough training in "falls" from the 
trained English pantomimists.; He knew 
exactly how to do it. He very generously 
pacsed on this knowledge %> the sore and 
suffering Keystone police force'.- The hos- 
pitals were the poorer thereby. 


Also, the Keystone people began to see 
there was something in Chaplin s methods 
•worth studying. Chsplin, on the othelr 
hand,, began to adopt the American film 
methods.
